Dear Students: 


There is a wind blowing at D.B.C. Not a natural wind which shakes loose dying (though beautifully 
decorated) leaves from trees, but a spiritual wind which shakes loose dying (though beautifully 
decorated) traditions from life. This wind of change is the Holy Spirit of God. This wind is likea 
phantom, and it is hard to discover the very nature of it. However the Word of God does reveal some 
very interesting characteristics of the wind (Spirit). 


The first is that the wind is not always blowing in every place. It is very elusive and sometimes 
very hidden. But when the wind is revealed all eyes will see it, all ears will hear it, everyone will 
sit pane take notice. It will be just as noticeable as nature’s wind, and a thousand times more 
powerful. 


The second characteristic is that the wind makes its appearance regardless of man or his influence. 
Not only do we not know how the wind appears, we don’t even know when. We cannot predict the 
time of its arrival or departure, we can only be witnesses of its presence. The wind is its own mas- 
ter. We cannot be the source of its power--only the observers of it. 


But there is something we can do concerning the wind. And that is prepare ourselves for change. 
lf history has taught us one lesson about the presence of the wind it is that when it comes it 
changes things--radically. It changes old concepts, antiquated programs, and stagnant lives. It 
rejuvenates, revitalizes, and renews. When the wind comes there is a rebirth. 


Some have felt that wind this year at D.B.C. It is not a hurricane or tornado--at least not yet--but 
a breeze; a gentle refreshing breeze. Just strong enough to let us know that it is here. Whether 
this wind will fade from our midst or turn out to be the calm before the storm, | don’t know. But if 
we are willing and ready to change--radically--I can predict on the basis of Scripture one thing, we 
will experience ‘‘a violent, rushing wind’’ (Acts 2:2 NASV).
